election. 


The act. however, exempts the 


president, vice president, 
cabine 


president, vice president, 
cabinet 


officers and assistant secretaries 
as well as other policy-making" of 
ficials whose appointment requiret 
Senate confirmation. 


Meanwhile, staff members of the 


House executive expenditures sub 
committee on cmmpaign spending 
are now in the field investigating 
possible violations of the corrupt 
practices act in a number of con 
grossional campaigns.

Cabinet of 
France Gets 
Reprieve 


Paris, Sept. 25 — (IP) — Premier 


Henri Qucilille won a reprieve for 
his shanky coalition 
government 
today. 


The national assembly, after 
a 


complex scries of reversals, voted 
to hold local French elections next 
March, instead of next month, and 
then decided to go on vacation to- 
morrow 
night. 
This 
will 
give 


Qucuille a chance to store up his 
cabinet's strength. 


Parliament's vacation is expect- 
ed to last about a month. 


The vote to postpone the 
elec- 


tions until March was 20D to 274, 
with the Communists and follow- 
ers of Gen. Charles 
De 
Gaulle 


joining against postponement. 


Premier Quellie is slated to ad- 


dress the nation by radio tonight. 
He is expected to plead for cairn 
and for time to carry out his pro- 
gram. His government 
is 
being 


buffeted by demands for increased 
wages and lower living costs. 


A two-hour general strike 
in- 


volving 
some 
7.000,000 
workers 


protesting cost of living increases 
passed 
clamly 
yesterday. 
The 


stoppage was carried out in a holi- 
day mood. 


However, Premier 
Henric Qu- 


euillc faces a serious threat of an 
unlimited strike in the French coal 
mines and power plants next week. 


Twice 
the 
national 
assembly, 
the lower House 
of Parliament, 


had voted 
postponement 
of 
the 


balloting. Twice the council of the 
Republic, the upper 
House, 
had 


repudiated the assembly's 
action. 


The question 
of the 
elections 


holds special significance for the 
delicate balance of political power 
among the parties. The Socialists, 
whose withdrawal of support over 
fiscal policies caused the down- 
fall of three cabinets in the last 
two months, want neither local nor 
general elections soon. They fear 
voting during the. present econom- 
ic .difficulties resulting-from, rising 
living costs and inflation would re- 
sult in increased strength for the 
Communists on the extreme 
left 


and the De Gaullisls on the 
ex- 
treme right. 


Labor is far from satisfied with

HOUSE AGREEING THERETO: 
That the following is hereby pro- 


posed as an amendment 
to the 
Constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, and upon beinrj submitted 
to tho electors o' the State for ap 
proval or rejection at the next ficn- 
cral election for Representatives 
and Senators, if a majority of the 
electors voting thereon, at such ar. 


I election, adopt such 
amendment 
the same shall become a part of 
the constitution of the State of Ar- 
kansas, to-wit: 


SECTION 1. Amendment No. 11 


to the Constitution of the State oi 
Arkansas is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide for the support of common 
schools by general law, including an 
annual per capita tax of one dollar, 
to be assessed on every male in- 
habitant of this State over the afie 
of twenty-one years; and school dis-'- 
tricts are hereby authorized to levy 
by a vote of the qualified elector's 
respectively thereof an annual tax 
for the maintenance of schools, the 
erection and equipment of sehoo' 
buildings and the retirement of ex- 
isting indebtedness, the amount of 
such tax to be determined in the 
following manner: 


The Board of Directors of each 
school district shall prepare, ap- 
prove and make public not less than 
sixty (GO) days in advance of the 
annual School election a proposed 
budget of expenditures deemed nec- 
essary to provide for tho foregoin 
purposes, together with a rate of 
tnx levy sufficient to provide the 
funds therefor, including the rate 
under any continuing levy for the 
retirement of indebtedness. If i 
majority of the qualified voters in 
said school district voting in the an- 
nual school election shall approve 
the rate of tax so proposed by the 
Board of Directors, then the tax 
at the rate so approved shall be 
collected as provided by law. 
In 
the event a majority of said quali- 
fied electors voting in said annual 
school election shall disapprove tile 
proposed rate of tax, then the tax 
shall be collected at the rate ap- 
proved in the last proceeding an- 
nual school election.

bo appropriated for any other pur- 
pose nor to any other district than 
that for which it is levied.
